As soon, then, as battle reverses w ar­ 
ranted a backw ard step Johnston sa hi, 
“On to Corinth!” and the Federal ar­ 
mies, elated by the trium ph at Donel- 
son, took up the watchword, “ Forw ard 
to Corinth!" 
Corinth w as nothing In 
Itself—simply a railroad junction. But 
the railroads tapped the east aud south, 
making rail communications from the 
Mississippi to the A tlantic seaboard 
and from the gulf to the Ohio river. A 
Confederate arm y patrolled Mississippi, 
ready to rally upon any threatened 
point. 
To move th a t force north and 
try to Rave Tennessee would be to leave 
Corinth exposed on the west and south. 
Johnston chose to abandon Tennessee, 
concentrate a t Corinth and, after de­ 
feating the Federal arm ies in th a t re­ 
gion, recover the lost ground, n e came 
so near doing It th at only a straying 
bullet stood in the way.

the balances of General Hallcck, his 
immediate superior, and found w ant­ 
ing. 
Believed of command, he waited 
for a second chance. 
G eneral C. F. 
Sm ith,,tim hero of tile decisive charge 
at Domlson, had been placed in com­ 
mand of tin* troops lo the field, and ev­ 
ery regiment and battery In Kentucky 
aud Tennesson was m arching smith, 
up Tennessee river, in the direction of 
Corinth. 
G rant said th at lie would 
serve under Smith its readily and as 
faithfully*as Smith had served nuder 
him. He bad a high opinion of Sm ith’s 
abilities and con f essed th at ho even 
thought they might be greater than his 
own. 
Smith was a character In the arm y. 
It was of him th at Sherm an made the 
rem ark, “Had Smith lived G rant would 
never have been heard of after Donel- 
6011.’’ 
But Sm ith’s death w as not Rcied- 
ed to make way for G rant in a seenod 
chance. 
Ballock thought better of hts 
action, and G rant was restored to com­ 
mand on the 17th of March, when the 
larger part of the array was encamped 
along the Tennessee river within a few 
days’ march of Corinth. 
Johnston bad scored the first point in 
the game to be played In front of (’or- 
llitta by uniting his own tro »ps. which 
had eluded the enemy In getting out of 
Tennessee, w ith the M ississippi arm y 
under Beauregard. He could whip any 
single army the Federals had Iii the 
field at the time this union took place. 
The question to be solved was how to 


at Pittsburg Lauding was one to invite 
attack. 
The camping ground of G rant’s arm y 
w as protected from attack aliove and 
below the Landing by an im passable 
creek upon cither dank, but back from 
the river the ground was comparatively 
open tow ard Corinth. 
The wide space 
between the creeks and their trib u ta­ 
ries might easily have been fortified, 
for there was plenty of tim ber standing 
close to tho ridges which would have 
been crowned with works, but G rant 
w as looking forward to Corinth, where 
the enemy was intrenched, and intend­ 
ed to make the battle there. 
He said 
th at he had no fear of Johnston 
coining out of his Intrenchm ents to I 
make an attack when he must know 
th a t by rem aining in them the Federals 
would conic-lip and make the attack. 
His engineer also reported that In­ 
trenchm ents could not be placed favor­ 
able for the shelter nnd welfare of his 
men, so they were left to meet their 
fat** in open field. 
G rant w ent by steam er from Savan­ 
nah to Pittsburg Funding every day 
aud at night returned to his headquar­ 
ters. Johnston gave the order to march 
against G rant In am ple time, as It 
seemed to strike the Landing the morn­ 
ing of Saturday, April EL 
n is arm y 
w as divided into throe corps, under 
Polk, Bragg and Hardee, with a re­ 
serve under Breckinridge, 
it number­ 
ed between 40,000 and 50,000 men, per­ 
haps 40,000 lighters. G rant had a t the 
Landing then about the same number, 
and the help from Buell, alm ost In 
sight a t the moment, w as 25,000. 
It is 
fascinating to speculate upon the fate 
of G rant’s arm y lf Johnston had had 
Ills w ay in springing the attack early 
the morning of April 5. On Thursday 
arid Friday Federal cavalry scouting at 
the front ran into the enemy and drew 
tm* k. 
On Saturday there were more 
collisions at the front, and Sherman, 
whose line was at tho extrem e front, 
changed his cavalry outposts. 
Sher­ 
man reported to G rant that day to tho 
effect th at all w as quiet, but the ene­ 
my w as in some ford* about five miles 
aw ay. The same day G rant sent word 
to Ilalleck that tit** main Confederate 
arm y w as a t Corinth and numbered 80,- 
000. 
At the moment of these assuring dis­ 
patches from Sherman to G runt aud 
from G rant on to his chief IIitrd**e’s 
corps was on the ground, where It had 
deployed early Saturday morning fur a t­ 
tack, and the other corps were moving 
to position a few hours late. Johnston ut 
the tim e w as riding In person to the 
belated divisions to hurry them to the 
field. 
Biders galloped In all dir**cttona 
to hasten the march, but Polk and 
Bragg were uot In place until I o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. 
It was then rain­ 
ing and Breckinridge’s reserve still 
In the rear, having been stuck in the 
mud. 
W ith a fortified place to storm tho 
evening hour would have been favora­ 
ble, but Johnston looked for an all day 
tight over a wide field well known by 
the enemy, but strange ground to his 
ow n troops. 
R eluctantly he suspended 
the attack until daylight Sunday morn- 
fng and sent the troops into bivouac 
for rest. 
On Friday evening G rant had been 
injured by having his horse slip and 
fall w ith him and on .Saturday w as 
suffering from a painful strain of the 
foot, which compelled him to move 
about w ith crutches. 'E verything was 
favorable for Johns ton’* telling blow 
except the driving ruin nnd the muddy 
roads, which had delayed his troops.
